The semi anit£|1. examination oi the above 
schcol took place oo Wednesday last, theQfhb 
ins*. The forenoon was occupied chit Ay in 
the examination of the younger portion of Ihe 
School, and the afternoon the more advanced. 
We were uuab!c lualtenJ during the fore part 
of the exercises, and therefore cannot speak 
of the progress made by the younger classes} 
but in the afternoon we listened to the more 
advanced pupils in English Grammar, Mental 
Arithmetic, Geography, and spelling. Some 
of Ihe scholars, we observed, had made a 
marked improvement,- while others apparently 
had not made much progress. The class in 
menial Arithmetic gare evidence of consider- 
able drilling, and answered lite questions with 
remarkable readiness and accuracy. The class 
in Grammar did not exhibit much progress. — 
True, there were a few apt scholars who seem- 
ed thoroughly lo understand the relation of 
words to each other ; but ihe imjorily appear- 
ed lo answer too much at random j which lo 
visitors would look like guessing. In spelling 
what might be lermcd the second and third 
classes gave evidence of greater iinproremcot 
than the firsl clasi ; for where Ihe taller would 
spell correcily a hard word, ihe mosl common 
place word would put down several. The or- 
der in ihe School was not so well observed as 
on previous occasions; but Miss Waitc the 
assistant - teitctier explained, that a large pro- 
portion ni" the children were small, — and if 
they were severe, parents complained j be- 
sides, remarked Mr. Moulton, ihe teacher, the 
children have hern very ti regular in their at- 
tendance, and they had ten more present cc this 
occasion. than had attended for upwards of two 
weeks. During the past mx months there 
had been 170 different scholars in attendance ; 
but the average lud only been about 7:?.— 
This led to con>idcrable fluctuation; and it was 
difficult lo bring on the children in their sev- 
eral clas-i's. A- uMial we have to regret so 
few parents take au interest in ihe school — the 
number of vij-ilor* nol exceeding a beggar** 
dozen. On the whole, we were nol as well 
pleased as on former occasions.
